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If you want to hear Organ2/ASLSP by American composer John 

Cage, there’s no need to rush: The performance will be going on for 

the next 635 years. 

John Cage wrote the piece in 1985 with the instructions that it 

should be played “as slow as possible” (ASLSP). In September 
2001, nine years after the composer’s death, a live performance of 
the piece was begun on an organ in Halberstadt, Germany. John was 
known for going to extremes with his music, and the musicians who 
organized the performance had to decide just how slow to go. 

The composition starts with a very long rest—in this version, it lasted 17 
months—and the first notes weren't sounded until February 2003. An organist

During the late 1700s, scientists discovered that you can make music with fire: If a flame is placed inside an open 
glass or metal tube with an object inside, the heated air will produce a singing tone. 

A hundred years later, a French physicist invented a fire-powered instrument called the pyrophone. It never 
really caught on, though, because it was difficult to control the tuning and to produce clear notes. But that hasn't 
stopped instrument builders from making their own pyrophones. The most impressive ones are probably the Fire 
Organs that French artist Michel Moglia has been making since 1988. One is a 30-foot-tall roYic-laal(oMust-le(-Me) i 
more than 250 metal tubes.

It also helps if you use a 
glass made of crystal. Crystal is very thin and 
contains lead, a material that makes glass more 
susceptible to vibrations. 

Every object vibrates at a certain frequency, 
or note. To break a glass, you'd need to match 
your voice precisely to the glass’s vibration for at 
least a few seconds. The trick is to sing the same 
note (very loudly) at which glass vibrates. Until 
recently, singers had only been able to shatter 
a glass when their voices were amplified. But 
Ohio-based vocal coach Jaime Vendera has 

been able to break crystal glasses with just 
his voice for more than a year. He demon- 
strates his rare talent around the country.

onductors keep the beat for the musicians in 

musical ensembles. They also tell the per- 
formers how loudly to play and how to express the 
mood of the piece. Some conductors do conduct 
with their arms alone. But orchestra and band 
conductors usually use a baton so that all the 
musicians—even the ones in the last row—can see 
their gestures clearly and keep the beat together. 














oday, we write music on a set of five horizontal lines 
on which notes are placed. This method is called 
staff notation. It was invented by Guido of Arezzo, an 
11th-century monk, but his version had four horizontal 
lines. A series of marks, which evolved into the modern 
notes we use today, were drawn on the staff to indicate pitch. 
Guido also invented the diatonic, or do-re-mi, scale. His 
version used syllables from a Latin hymn: Ut Re Mi Fa
